In four 
of the cases death followed within a few 
hours.

Careful 
inquiries have been made in each instance, 
but in no case has the investigation result- 
ed in the holding of a motorman on charges 
of negligence or criminal carelessness. 

A bill was introduced into the Municipal 


Assembly Friday night by Councilman 
Kratz requiring the transit company to run 
more cars in the busy hours of travel’ each 
morning and evening. The interval of time 
between the cars is reduced in the bill from 
ten minutes to two minutes. The speed of 
the cars, ten miles an hour in the downtown 
district and 15 miles an hour outside its 
boundaries, is not changed by the bill.

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FISHER ARRAIGNED 


ALLEGED COUNTERFEITER HELD 
FOR FEDERAL GRANDJURY. 


He Was Released From the Missouri 
Prison Nov. 1, After Three Years’ 
Service for Counterfeiting. 


Herman Fisher, twice convicted of man- 
ufacturing spurious money, who has served 
long t{erms in the Kansas and Missouri 
Penitentiaries, was arraigned for the same 
offense before United States Commissioner 
Morgan Saturday morning. 

The testimony against him was over- 
whelming and he was held for the grand- 
jury. His bond was fixed a, $2500. 

Fisher was released from Jefferson City 
on Nov. 1. Since that date the United 
States authorities have come into posses- 
sion of hundreds of counterfeit dollars and 
the description of the person who passed 
them tallied with Fisher. 

The latter was found with a complete 
outfit for manufacturing spurious coin and 
took his arrest coolly. He at first denied 
that he was the Herman Fisher who had 
just served time at the Missouri Peniten- 
tiary, but when confronted with the rec- 
ord of the federal court he acknowledged 
his identity. 

When Judge Adams {tmposed sentence on 
Fisher three years ago it was not known 
that he had a Kansas record. 

Fisher then pleaded guilty. His reputa- 
tion was good so far as the government of- 
ficials knew, but he was suspected of being 
the leader of a gang of counterfeiters that 
hailed from southeast Missouri. 

During his incarceration in the peniten- 
tlary word reached District Attorney Ro- 
zier at St. Louis that counterfeit money 
was being made at the Missouri Peniten- 
tiary. Fisher was supposed to be the di- 
recting genfus. The report, however, was 
not confirmed, and the federal investiga-. 
tion dropped. 

Fisher is about 35 vears old, single and 
has a pleasant face. He dresses fairly well. 
He told the marshal he intended to reform.
